The Board of Trustees of 
Southern Illinois University will 
examine at its April meeting 
whether it should modify its 
present policy on faculty 
collective bargaining. 

Current policy is to await 
General Assembly approval of a 
collective bargaining law which 
would cover academic em- 
ployes before engaging in such 
a relationship with the faculty. 

Trustees agreed — here 
Thursday to make the April 
examination on the basis of 
recommendations received 
from the university’s System 
Council, composed of the 
presidents of the Carbondale 
and Edwardsville campuses 
and the general secretary of the 
board. 

The System Council had been 
directed at the December 
meeting of the board to develop 
procedures for. trustees to 
follow in a further discussion of 
faculty collective bargaining, 

Procedures accepted by the 
board include three steps: 

1. At least 10 days before the 
April meeting, the president of 
each campus will prepare and 
distribute to each member of 
the Board of Trustees and the 
general secretary a report 
assessing attitudes and ac- 
tivities regarding faculty 
collective bargaining on his 
campus. The reports will also 


address the impact of main-: 


taining current board policy 
regarding collective bargaining 
by academic employes. 

2. The general secretary will 
prepare and distribute to each 
member of the board and the 
presidents, at least 10 days 
before the April. meeting, a 
report identifying charac- 
teristics of various legislative 
proposals which would allow 
collective bargaining by 
academic employes, and the 
likelihood of the 80th General 
Assembly approving a public 
employe collective bargaining 
law 

3. The board will seek the 
advice of at least two outside 
consultants on a series of 
questions related to collective 
bargaining by academic em- 
ployes. Responses to the 
questions will be presented to 
the board, presidents and 
general secretary in writing at 
least 10 days before the April 
meeting, 

The consultants will be asked 
to attend the April meeting to 
elaborate on their responses 
and to answer questions by 
board members. 

The questions to be answered 
in advance include: 

1) What are some of the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of 
a public university entering into 
collective bargaining 
agreements with faculty in the 
absence of applicable state laws 
to guide the collective 
bargaining process? 

2) Current Board of Trustees 
policy is to await General 
Assembly approval of a 
collective bargaining law which 


would cover faculty before 
engaging in such a relationship 
with faculty. What are some 
typical consequences of such a 
policy when there is significant 
faculty sentiment to engage in 
collective bargaining? 

3) What are ‘the most im- 
portant factors to be considered 
by the Board of Trustees in a 
reexamination of its current 
policy on collective bargaining? 

4) How should these factors 
(the three above) be examined? 

5) In establishing collective 
bargaining for faculty, what 
matters should the board 
reserve for decision itself? On 
what matters should the Board 
involve constituency groups? 

6) Should the board 
simultaneously consider 
collective bargaining for ad- 
ministrative employes? 

7) Would it be advisable for 
the Board of Trustees to sponsor 
a referendum on the faculty’s 
wishes regarding collective 
bargaining prior to changing its 


policy? 
8) If a referendum were 


sponsored by the board to 
determine faculty interest, 
should the university ad- 
ministration remain neutral? 
Should the board? 

9) What legal and practical 
limitations are imposed on the 
Board of Trustees with regard 
to the collective bargaining 
process? For example, may the 
board, delegate certain deter- 
minations to an arbitrator? Are 
there subjevxvbavned in the 
private sector that cannot be 
bargained in the public sector? 

¥%?( What would your advice 
be regarding the scope of 
bargaining units? Is a single 
unit of faculty preferable or 
should units be established in 
terms of geographic, academic 
rank, professional or other 
criteria?

Can a 
maintenance-of-membership 
clause be enforced in the ab- 
sence of statutory authority? 
How might the Salary and 
Annuity Withholding Act affect 
this question? 

13) What role, if any, should 
be played by students and non 
academic employes in the 
development of guidelines 
governing the collective 
bargaining process? In the 
collective bargaining process? 

14) What should be the 
composition of the group to be 
charged by the board with the 
development of specific 
guidelines for collective 
bargaining? 

15) Should the board itself or 


any member of it be directly 
involved in bargaining’ If not, 
whom should the board 
authorize to bargain for it? 

16) What advice would you 
give on the scope of 
negotiations? Is a reservation of 
management rights in the 
regulations feasible? If yes, 
what rights should be reserved? 

17) What advice can you give 
on the definition and resolution 
of unfair labor practices in the 
context of Illinois law? What is 
your reaction to fact-finding, 
mediation, non-binding or 
binding arbitration in the 
context of Illinois law? 

18) Could you explain the 
relationship between public 
university collective bargaining 
agreements and the public 
appropriation processes in 
those states with collective 
bargaining? Should collective 
bargaining agreements be 
subject to sufficiently large 
appropriations?

An objection by Granite City

Kochman was asked by the 
SIU board in December to 
develop an organizational plan 
for a year-round performing 
arts program by the university, 
to include the MRF. 

The plan presented Thursday 
indicates that the ad. 
ministration of the university 
fas taken steps to insure (1) 
“that the Mississippi River 
Festival shall be exclusively 
educational in nature and 
consistent with the mission and 
scope of the university 

(2) “That the environment 
and social atmosphere during 
Festival performances will not 
bring discredit to the university 
or discomfort to the Festival 
patrons, and (3) that the 
financial affairs of the Festival 
will be subjected to the highest 
degree of accountability."’ 

Dr. Kochman added that 
“planning for the 1977 
Mississippi River Festival has 
given careful attention to the 
major concerns of university 
mission, artistic integrity, 
fiscal accountability, and 
university fiscal and 
programmatic priorities.”’ 

He said MRF program 
selection will be based on 
“aesthetic and entertainment 
merit without consideration of 
the potential for excessive net 
profits. 

“Income from contemporary 
programming will not be ex- 
pected to defray the costs of fine 
arts programming. Rather, the 
commitment to quality fine arts 
programs will reflect realistic 
support levels of combined 
earned and contributed in- 
come.”

1977 River Festival is projected 
to have a total income of 
$581,851 and expenses of 
$561,561, with a seaon surplus of 
$20,290 to apply against past 
deficits 

Kochman said the projected 
income level is conservative 
and is lower than the income 
level of any year from 1972 
through 1976. 

On the expenditure side, he 
said projected expenses have 
been reduced wherever 
feasible. 

“In addition, there will be 
continuous monitoring of ex. 
penditures, planned and actual, 
in order to reduce MRF ex 
penses to the absolute 
minimum. It is expected that 
expenditures will be less than 
projected.”’ 

The eight-week summer 
series of music, dance, theater 
and film programs on the SIUE 
campus is scheduled to begin 
about June 20. 

Dr. Kochman said the 
Festival will schedule con- 
temporary events which will 


draw crowds averaging 8,000 to 


increase the level of contributed 


income to the River Festival, 
specifically from foundations 
and new grant programs on the 
federal level 


9,000 with maximum at 
tendance of 15,000 to 17,000 
persons, as opposed to the 
potential of 25,000 to 30,000 
expected for some rock music 
programs in past seasons 

Eight less contemporary 
programs, approximately one 
per week, will be booked this 
year.

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Tax credits—a 
boon to taxpayers 


(Second of a series of six 
articles on 1976 income taxes, 
prepared by the Southern 
Chapter of the Illinois CPA 
Society) 

At tax filing time it’s a for- 
tunate taxpayer who qualifies 
for tax credits. 

Unlike deductions, exemp- 
tions or exclusions, which 
reduce taxable income, tax 
credits reduce, dollar for dollar, 
the amount of tax owed. 

Thus, a dollar of credit is 
almost’ as good as a dollar in 
your pocket. Furthermore, it 
benefits a low bracket taxpayer 

‘as much as a high bracket 
taxpayer. 

The Tax Reform Act of 1976 
changed a couple of deductions 
into credits, while liberalizing 
conditions under which other 
credits could be claimed, 
reports J. Darrell Burton, 
president of the Southern 
Chapter of the Illinois CPA 
(Certified Public Accountant) 
Society 

The general tax credit in- 
troduced in 1975 has been 
retained through 1977. 

Individual taxpayers can take 
a credit equal to the greater of 
$35 per individual personal 
exemption, or two per cent of 
the first $9,000 of taxable in- 
come. 

The earned income credit of 
10 per cent of the first $4,000, of 
earnings will be available 
through Dec. 31, 1977. This 
credit is phased out as adjusted 
gross income rises from $4,000 
to $8,000. 

Any excess of the credit over 
taxes owed is refundable in 
cash, and such refunds do not 
affect eligibility for federal or 
federally-assisted welfare 
programs. 

More people have” been 
imade eligible for this earned 
income credit. Previously, it 
was available only to a tax- 
payer who maintained a 
household for a dependent 
child under 19 or a student for 
whom the taxpayer could take 
a personal exemption. 

For 1976 and 1977, the credit is 
also available to taxpayers with 
adult disabled dependents — 
and to those who maintain a 
household for a child who is 
either a student or under 19, 
even if the youngster can't be 
claimed as personal exemption. 

An important change in the 

_ tax law benefits persons 65 
years of age or over. 

The old retirement income 
credit has been liberalized in a 
number of ways. One of these is 
that all kinds of income — in- 
cluding earned income, and not 
just retirement income — is 
now included. 

Thus, the credit is now called 
credit for the elderly. 

It's also much easier now to 
qualify for this credit, since the 
requirement that an individual 
must have received more than 
$600 of earned income in each of 
the preceding 10 years has been 
dropped. 

Not only does the credit now 
apply to all income, including 
earned income, but the 
maximum amount of income 
against which the 15 per cent 
credit can be claimed has been 
increased. 

For single persons and for 
married couples filing jointly if 
only one spouse is 65 or over, the 
new credit base is $2,500. 

For married couples filing 
jointly if both are over 65, the 
base is $3,750. 

However, as under the old 
credit, the maximum credit 
base must be reduced dollar for 
dollar by Social Security, 
railroad retirement benefits, or 
other exempt pension benefits. 

To limit the broadened credit 
to low- and middle-income 
taxpayers, the new law also 


adds a reduction based on in- 
come level. 

The old child care deduction 
has now become a child care 
credit equal to 20 per cent of the 
employment-related expenses 
for care of a qualifying child or 
disabled dependent. The credit, 
which is non-refundable, is 
limited to $400 per year for the 
care of one individual or $800 for 
two or more. 

There are several new 
wrinkles in this aspect of the 
law. 

Child care payments to 
relatives now qualify for the 
new credit. But there are 
important “ifs.” The relative 
cannot be a dependent, and 
the relative's wages must be 
Subject to Social Security 
taxes, which you, the em- 
ployer, must remit. 

In ordinary circumstances, 
putting a member of your 
family on the payroll for Social 

Security purposes is extremely 
difficult. 

The credit is now available to 
married couples even if one 
works full-time and the other is 
a part-time worker or a full- 
time student. 

There is no longer any 
distinction between care ren 
dered, inside or outside the 
home, although no credit is 
allowed for the care outside the 
home of a disabled spouse or 
dependent over 15. 

Remember, also, two credits 
that have been around for 
awhile 

One is the investment credit 
of up to 10 per cent of the cost of 
machinery or equipment 
purchased for use in business. 

If last year you bought a 
car, for example, for use in 
business, that cost might 
qualify. 

Another credit that should 
have widespread application 
affecting a presidential 
election year is that for 
political contributions. There 
is an option here; you could 
take the contribution as a 
deduction, instead. The tax 
bracket you are in will 
determine which is 
preferable 
The Illinois CPA Society 

recommends that you pay clase 
attention to your possible 
eligibility for any of the tax 
credits. These credits can pay 
off handsomely.

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Sunset bill on state 
regulatory agencies 


State Representative Jim 
McPike, (D) Alton, is co- 
sponsoring legislation to create 
a 10-member House-Senate 
Joint Rules Committee to study 
possible termination of all 
Illinois regulatory agencies 
unless each could justify its 
existence. 

Specifically, the local 
legislator explained, the bill 
would create a Regulatory 
Agency Termination Act 
Among principal provisions 
would be: 

(1) Consideration of ter- 
mination of “any arm, branch, 
department, board, committee 
or commission of state 
government that licenses 
supervises, exercises control 
over or issues or otherwise 
regulates any trade, oc- 
cupation, business or 
profession."” 

(2) Focus on, but not limited 
to, the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, Liquor Control 
Commission, Department of 
Insurance, Commissioner of 
Savings and Loan Associations, 
Department of Financial 
Institutions and Department of 
Registration and Education and 
all examining committees 
associated with it. 

3) The Joint Rules Com- 
mittee reviewing and con 
sidering terminations as of 

Oct. 1, 1979 — Department of 
Insurance, Liquor Control 
Commission and one-third of 
the examining committees of 
the Department of Registration 
and Education. 

Oct, 1, 1981 — Illinois Com. 
merce Commission, Depart 
ment of Financial Institutions, 
plus another third of the 
Registration committees. 

Oct. 1, 1983 — Commissioner 
of Banks and Trust Companies, 
Commissioner of Savings and 
Loan Associations and another 
third of the examining com 
mittees. 

(4) Application to all similar 
agencies created in the future 

(5) General Assembly power 
to continue or re-establish an 
agency. The Joint Rules 
Committee would introduce 
legislation to implement any 
decision to terminate an 
agency. 

(6) Audit by the Mlinois 
auditor general, upon request of 
the committee. Upon com- 
pletion of such an audit, a public 
hearing would be held to review 
the report. Implementing 
legislation recommended by the 
Joint Rules Committee would 
be referred to a standing 
committee of the house in which 
it is introduced, and testimony 
from the public and agency 
executive director would be 
heard. 

“In such a hearing,” the bill 
states, “the agency has the 
burden of demonstrating a 
public need for its continued 
existence’ as well as 
“recommending changes in the 
funcitons, powers and duties of 
the agency which would better 
serve the public good.” 

One secion of the bill relates 
that “‘government actions

have a2 substantital 
increase in numbers of 
agencies, growth of programs 
and proliferation of rules and 
regulations, and that this 
whole process developed 
without sufficient legislative 
oversight, regulatory ac- 
countability or a system of 
checks and balances.” 

The section concludes, “By 
establishing a system for the 
termination, continuation or re- 
establishment of such agencies, 
(legislators) will be in a better 
position to evaluate the need for 
the continued existence of 
existing and future regulatory 
bodies.”” 

The committee would be 
composed of three members 
appointed by the speaker of the 
House, three by the president of 
the Senate, and two each by the 
minority leaders of the Dlinois 
House and Senate. 


Ruffner

Senior Vice-President Ralph 
W. Ruffner, who served as 
acting president of Southern 
Illinois University at Edward 
sville from Oct. 15 to Jan. 17, 
was given formal recognition 
bere Thursday by the SIU

the board, stating that Ruffner 
acted with “acumen, diligence, 
understanding and even-handed 
equity in maintaining the on- 
going affairs of the university” 
during the transition period 
before Kenneth A. Shaw 
became president. 

The resolution continued 
“His wise and patient skill in 
approaching and resolving 
problems in that time of 
transition contributed 
significantly to the smooth 
functioning of the institution 
and to the establishment of the 
new administration. 

“His equanimity of | spirit, 
excellence of performapée, and 
willingness to help in a time of 
need exemplify the dedication 
and commitment which mark 
the goals and aims of the SIU 
community."* 

Ruffner has returned to his 
position as senior vice-president 
for planning and review, with 
responsibility for development 
and area services. He has been 
asked by Pres. Shaw to also 
serve until June 30 as coor- 
dinator of an assessment of 
central organization and 
operations to develop recom 
mendations for the president's 
consideration. 

Ruffner has been a vice 
president with the university for 
13° years. He joined the 
university at Carbondale in 1964 
as vice-president for student 
and area services. He was 
appointed vice-president for 
area and ‘international services 
in 1968 and was named a system 
vice-president in 1970, with 
offices primarily at the local 
campus. He was appointed 
senior vice-president in 1972.

Illinois has too many layers of 
government and too many 
different kinds of single-

consolidated and streamlined 
over a five-year period, a 30- 
person task force chaired by 
Dean Robert Burnham of 
Illinois State University, said 
Friday. 

The study commission in 
cluded school board members, 
superintendents, special and 
vocational education directors 
and higher education experts. 
They recommended action to 
streamline and modernize 
regional services. 

Among the proposed changes 
are provisions for com 
prehensive vocational 
education, low-incidence 
special education, adult 
education, media programs, 
and curriculum and staff 
development for all school 
districts in the state through 
further cooperative efforts on a 
regional basis.

The 
position paper pre; by 
Stephens has been distributed to 
school districts and regional 
education service superin- 
tendents around the state, with 
follow-up information sessions 
held in Springfield and 
Champaign Feb. 9, Park Ridge 
and Rock Falls and, 
Carbondale and Belleville 
today. 

“‘Recommendations in the 
position paper, along with 
suggestions and proposals 
feeding in from the IOE (Illinois 
Office of Education) Regional 
Services Planning Committee 
and Task Force, will be 
developed irito draft recom- 
mendations to be presented to 
the State Board of Education,” 
Joseph M. Cronin, state 
superintendent of education, 
reported. 

Among the major recom- 
mendations fér new service 
units are: 

1. Required Programs and 
Services. 

“These should include 
disbursement of state funds to 
school districts, auditing of 
school district accounts, ap- 
proval of school district 
boundary changes, approval of 
district reorganization 
proposals, completion of school 
district censuses, school bus 
inspection, approval of school 
lunch programs, teacher cer- 
tification, administration of the 
school recognition program and 
any other regulatory respon- 
sibilities determined by the 
State Board of Education and 
Illinois Office of Education.” 

2. Core Programs and Ser- 
vices 

“These should include 
comprehensive plans for 
special education programs, 
comprehensive plans for 
vocational and adult education 
programs, and development 
and administration of media 
programs. The unit also should 
provide curriculum assistance 
supported by state and federal 
funds. 

“In addition, the units should 
directly administer other 
existing and planned field 
services (gifted education, 
career education, community 
education, vocational 
education) supported by state 
or federal funds. 

“Options for retaining 
present programs, entering into 
contracts with colleges and 
private firms, acting jointly 
with other units, and permitting 
large school districts and

3. Governance. 

“Each Educational Service 
Region should be governed by a 
board of nine to 13 members 
elected for three-year terms 
from membership of the local 
school boards in convention. A 
weighted formula reflecting the 
size of the student population of 
the member districts should be 
used in the vote for members of 
the governing board. 

“The ESR governing board 
should have authority— 

(1) “To develop rules and 
regulations to govern its in- 
ternal operations. 

(2) “To appoint its chief 
executive officer, for a 
maximum of a three-year term, 
to set his salary and other 
benefits and approve personnel 
recommendations that the chief 
executive would make. 

(3) “To develop a three-year 
planning budget, to be updated 
and approved on an annual 
basis. 

“The ESR governing board 
should be required to designate 
an advisory council consisting 
of the chief exécutive officer of 
member schoo! districts and to 
appoint appropriate ad hoc 
advisory committee.” 

4. Criteria. “Primary criteria 
for development of the new 
regional service units should 
be: 


“In densely populated areas 
of the state, exclusive of Cook 
County, each region should 
contain approximately 100,000 
or more students in grades 
kindergarten through 12. 

“Travel time from the service 
region headquarters to a sub- 
stantial number of school 
districts should not exceed one 
hour. Where this isn't passible, 
one or more satellite centers for 
the region should be considered. 

“In Cook County, exclusive of 
Chicago District 299, the base of 
about 100,000 students should 
prevail for each region, so long 
as the number of school 
districts required to meet this 
figure doesn’t vary from a 
minimum of 20 to 25. Where this 
would occur, a higher 
enrollment figure should be 
used. 

“Chicago School District 299 
should be considered as a 
separate, special educational 
service region as well as retain 
all its authority asa legally 
designated district.

Even after such a plan, no 
river capacity expansion could 
start unless specifically ap 
proved by Congress, the senator 
emphasized. 

Railroads would face no 
adverse effects from the Alton 
area replacement project, he 
added. 

“A new lock and dam would 
take eight to ten years to 
complete—more than enough 
time for railroads to adjust to 
any transition, and for Congress 
to adopt a user fee system, if 
necessary to offset any com- 
petitive disadvantages and pay 
the cost of construction and 
operation. 

“This year's long freeze is a 
good example of what can be 
expected if the system at Locks 
and Dam 26 fails. Barges have 
been frozen in the rivers, 
disrupting transportation of 
vital fuel supplies—coal for 
power plants and fuel oil for 
homes and factories."

Second thoughts on Vietnam war 


To the Editor: 

I must applaud President 
Carter's decision to pardon the 
Vietnam era draft dodgers. It is 
unfortunate that the deserters 
have to wait for the decision 
regarding their future. 

After serving four years in the 
military, of which two years 
were in Vietnam, I never 
thought I would speak favorably 
of a draft dodger or deserter 
But our intervention in Vietnam 
was SO very wrong. It was none 
of our business. 

That war just helped a few 
people become very rich at the 
expense of the American tax- 
payer. It also made for many 

| military promotions that 
perhaps otherwise might not 

» have been made, had it not been 
for the massive troop buildups. 
There were more majors, 
colonels ‘and generals during 
Vietnam than during World War 
IL 

The whole thing cost our 
country well over 50;000 
American lives and over 300,000 
wounded, some permanently. 
This does not include those 
countless numbers who now 
suffer the mental torment of 
contributing to death by war. 

These were, for the most part, 
young Americans who were 


strong enough, healthy enough 
and intelligent enough to qualify 
to serve their country. They 
were some of the ‘cream of the 
crop.”” 

I feel that our country 
betrayed those who served in 
Vietnam. It is my felling that 
had I been killed in Vietnam, I 
would have died for nothing. 

What was it all those 
Americans died for? It is not 
like we were asked to fight for 
and defend our country. We 
were not even defending 
democracy, not when elections 
were held and Mr. Thieu was 
the only name on the Viet- 
namese ballot for president. 

Some American military 
personnel came to a realization 
that there was nothing to fight 
for and certainly nothing to die 
for in Vietnam. 

They could no longer cope 
with or justify their existence 
and contributions to the 
American military forces. 
These were some of the people 
who decided not to fulfill their 
contract with their govern 
ment; in other words, they were 
deserters. 

‘There also were those people 
who did not believe in the cause, 
did not believe in what their 
country was representing at 


that time, and chose not to serve 
in the military in the first place 

Some decided to leave the 
U:S.A. rather than fight for 
something they did not believe 
in. These people were labeled 
draft dodgers. However, I 
believe that conscientious 
objectors like Muhammad Ali 
are just as much draft dodgers 
as the persons who went to 
Canada. 

1 also believe that those who 
married or enrolled in college to 
avoid the draft also are draft 
dodgers. There seems to be 
legal draft dodging and illegal 
draft dodging. 

It seems as though people are 
confusing the Vietnam conflict 
with times like World War II 
when the American people 
really did fight for and defend 
their country as well as defend 
and promote democracy. 

I do not feel that the draft 
dodgers and deserters should be 
punished for not being a part of 
the military in Vietnam. But we 
should commend and reward 
those, particularly the disabled, 
who did decide to honor 
tradition and enter the military 
when our country was involved 
in a conflict, even though some 
may not have agreed with it.

Practically every day of the 

year, blood, gore and brutality 
enter the American home. 


There are maimings and_ 


murders—rapes and rob- 
beries—stabbings and 
shootings—and countless other 
horrors. 

This violence enters living 
rooms, family rooms and 
bedrooms through that sound- 
and-picture box, the television 
set, and commands an audience 
that includes millions of young 
children. 

By the time the average 
American child reaches the age 
of 14, he has witnessed 11,000 
television murders—not in- 
cluding muggings, fights, 
robberies, kidnappings and 
beatings not resulting in death. 

Concern for children—all 
children—has been the reason 
for the PTA's existence since it 
was founded in 1897. 

‘The protection and education 
of children, including a safe, 
wholesome environment in 
which they can live and grow, 
has been a continuous effort of 
parents and teachers. 

So, the PTA’s concern over 
the quality of entertainment 
children are watching is not 
new. It dates back to 1910, when 
the national membership ex- 
pressed concern over the in- 
fluence of mass media on 
children and youth, and urged 
local organizations to supervise 
attendance of youngsters at 
motion pictures and vaudeville 
productions. 

In: 1942, the PTA Magazine 
began publishing motion pic- 
ture reviews. And in 1948, a 
special committee was drafted 
to develop “a plan of action 
against unwholesome comics, 
motion pictures and radio 
programs." 

Since 1964, resolutions have 
been passed’ at state and 
national conventions, 
demanding that the standards 
be improved 

At first, the resolutions 
concentrated on mass media in 
general. But at the 1968 national 
convention, delegates adopted a 
resolution urging the TV in- 
dustry to improve the quality of 
children’s programs. 

At the national convention in 
1975, they adopted a resolution 
focusing solely on violence in 
television programming 

The 1975 resolution urged 
state PTAs, districts, councils 
and local units to observe and 
monitor TV programming and 
commercials in their areas. 

And where an excessive 
amount of violence in 
programming is. seen, they 
were asked to express their 
views, with documented 
reporting, to the sponsors of the 
programs, the TV stations, 
major networks, the National 
Association of Broadcasters, 
Federal Communications 
Commission and their elected 
representatives. 

The resolution also demanded 
that networks and stations 
reduce the amount of violence 
shown on TV programs and 
commercials during the entire 
day, but particularly during the 
time impressionable young 
children are most likely to be

watching. 

Following that convention, 
Carol Kimmel, National PTA 
president, and now a member of 
the SIU board, wrote letters to 
executives at the three national 
networks and the National 
Association of Broadcasters’ 
Code Authority Office, 
requesting that serious con- 
sideration be given to the PTA’'s 
concern about TV violence, as 
well as assurances that violence 
was being reduced 

Their responses indicated 
that though the networks regret 
the PTA’s unhappiness with 
their programs, they believe 
they are obeying the rules in 
television programming—and 
that nothing is geing to change 

+++ 

Television, because it grips 
the viewer's interest through 
both the eyes and ears, has a 
strong fascination _ for 
children—and many adults 

The degree of fascination is 
such that by the time many 
children graduate from high 
school, they will have spent 
more time in front of the TV set 
than in the classroom—15,000 
hours TV time vs. 11,000 class 
time, according to Peggy 
Charren, president, Action for 
Children's Television 

Although much more 
research is needed before there 
is adequate knowledge about 
the immediate and long-range 
effects of television on children, 
many parents believe this 
single instrument has a 
tremendous effect on children’s 
emotions, attitudes and 
behavior 

There is research that backs 
this belief 

Findings from studies on the 
impact of television 
programming on children in-

dicate that children learn 
behavioral patterns from TV; 
they tend to imitate behavior 
viewed on TV, especially if that 
behavior is immediately 
rewarded; they are more likely 
to imitate adult than peer 
behavior; and this imitation 
may occur long after the 
behavioral pattern is learned 

Yet, day after day, children 
see gunmen and gangsters on 
the TV screen 

Many programs depict 
murder and intrigue as 
methods to solve a problem, 
rather than by discussion, 
persuasion and logic—the 
socially-acceptable methods 
of problem-solving. 

Even in programs produced 
especially for the young 
violence exists. Dr. Earle 
Barcus of Boston University 
studied children’s television 
programming on Saturday and 
Sunday mornings and during 
after-school hours of 3 to 6 
o'clock in ten cities. 

He found that eight out of ten 
stories contained some violence 
or threats of violence (one show 
in four was classified as 
“saturated"’ with violence); the 
most popular form of violence 
was that done with weapons; 
and the story line leading to the 
violence was primarily in- 
terpersonal rivalries and 
conflicts, “with little rationale 
given to them.” 

Psychiatrist William Glasser, 
who gained national attention 
as the founder of reality 
therapy, feels intensely that 
parents should not allow their 
children to become ‘hooked’ on 
the negative addiction of 
television 

He asserts

specific concerns which he 
attributes to TV 

Children are not as strong 
as they used to be due to lack 
of physical activity; there is 
an epidemic of hyperactivity 
among children possibly due 
to motionless sitting in front 
of the TV; disadvantaged 
minority children experience 
the worst effects; and 
children who have become 
weakened by extensive TV 
viewing find school more 
difficult. 

The PTA has always believed 
that parents must assume 
responsibility for’ what their 
children watch, and urges them 
to do so; but it is acutely aware 
that many chilren do not have 
parental supervision 

Consequently, much of their 
learning experience—their 
ideas about the social world an 
how people relate to each 
other—comes from television. 

The influence, of course, 
works both ways. Programs 
such as “Mr. Rogers’ Neigh- 
borhood"’ and “Sesame Street” 
have done much to foster pro- 
social attitudes in pre- 
schoolers. 

But, unhappily, TV violence 
has “remained unacceptably 
high,” according to a 1974 
report by two researchers at the 
University of Pennsylvania’a 
Annenberg School of Com- 
munications. 

Just what happens to a child 
after being exposed to a daily 
barrage of brutality? 
Psychologists have been ob- 
serving children for years, 
attempting to find the answer. 

One study reports that when 
the TV-hardened child ex- 
periences school failure, he acts 
out what he sees on television— 


violence. 

Another reaches the 
disturbing conclusion that 
children have lost their sen- 
sitivity to news films and 
documentaries depicting actual 
human suffering and tragedy, 
and are impressed only by 
fantasy violence, made vivid by 
exciting camera angles and 
dramatic makeup, exhibited on 
day-to-day programs. 

Because young ¢! 

consistently 
distinguish between fantasy 
and reality in their own play. \ 
it is not difficult to understand 
some Icak of discrimination 
between reality and fantasy 
on the TV screen. 

In his book, “Two Worlds of 
Childhood,"" Urie — Bron- 
fenbrenner reports that 
children are turning more and 
more to television characters as 
behavior models. It is an un 
comfortable thought to imagine 
youngsters identifying with 
television characters who spend 
much of their time engaged in 
violent acts. 

The ability of TV violence to 
transcend age, sex or social 
background was documented in 
the 1972 Surgeon General's 
Report, which analyzed more 
than 50 studies of 10,000 children 
between ages three and 19. 

Psychologist Robert Liebert, 
one of the principal in 
vestigators for the study, found 
that “the more violence and 
aggression a youngster sees on 
TV. regardless of his age, sex or 
social background, the more 
aggressive he is likely to be in 
his own attitudes and behavior. 

“The effects are not limited to 
youngsters who are in some 
way abnormal, but rather were 
found in large numbers 
perfectly normal American 
children." 


Boards set climate for learning 


(Illinois Association 
of School Boards) 

Voters shape the quality of 
their public schools when they 
go to the polls on the first 
Tuesday or second Saturday in 
April 

All registered voters should 
take this opportunity to ensure 
capable leadership for their 
schools. 

The Mlinois Association of 
Schoot Boards is a voluntary 
service organization of over 
1,000 Illinois school boards, with 
offices in Springfield and 
Chicago. Service include self- 
improvement programs and 
publications for school boards. 

Although schools depend upon 
teachers and administrators for 
professional guidance and daily 
performance, the IASB believes 
that it is the school board that 
creates the climate for learning 
— either healthy or unhealthy. 

How the school board does its 
job and its collective attitude 
toward education sets the pace 
for the professional staff. 

In addition to responsibility 
for the education of young 
people, school boards are im- 
portant to voters and taxpayers 
for other reasons. A school 
board, for example, usually 
controls the largest budget and 
one of the largest staffs of 
employes in the community. 
The schools consume a lion's 
share of local property taxes. 

How can voters ensure 
capable school board leader- 
ship? The IASB lists 12 
characteristics to look for; in 
selecting candidates for beards 
of education and four charac- 
teristics to avoid. 

The community’s aim should 
be to elect school board 
members who will work 
together in setting educational 
standards and in providing the 
necessary facilities, staff and 


materials te meet those stan- 
dards. 

It is easy for outside matters 
to cloud the major aims of the 
schools and to polarize factions 
in the community by bringing 
personal interests to bear on 
school operations 

In the interest of sound 
education and efficient school 
management, voters should not 
let this happen. 

The 12 characteristics of a 
good school board member are 
as follows 

1. He recognizes that the 
school board is created by the 
state legislature and strives to 
uphold all state laws and 
regulations. Public education is 
a state responsibility which the 
General Assembly delegates — 
with certain restrictions — to 
the local school board. 

2. He has no personal axes to 
grind. Rather, he recognizes 
that the school board represents 
all of the children and adults of 
the community — not any one 
particular segment. 

3. He votes to appoint a 
competent educational leader 
as superintendent — one whose 
judgment he can trust in 
matters requiring professional 
knowledge. He does not try to be 
an expert Kimself 

4. He respects the 
professional leadership of the 
school staff, but he expects the 
superintendent and faculty to 
meet certain standards. 


" discourage 
staff initiative by involving the 
board in day-to-day operations 
and decisions. 

5. He recognizes that 
authority rests only with the 


entire board acting in a public © 


meeting and that he as an in- 
dividual has no authority out- 
side of these meetings. 

6. He iffsists upon being 


convinced before making a 
decision and votes the way his 
reason tells him. Once the vote 
is taken, he wholeheartedly 
supports the position of the 
board majority 

7. He encourages active 
participation of citizens and 
organizations in the community 
in the development of policies 
and plans. 

8 He sees that people are 
accurately informed about their 
schools and that they un- 
derstand the importance of 
public education. 

9. He refuses to use his 
position on the board to benefit 
either himself or anyone else 
apart from the total school 


10. He insists that the schools 
be operated within their 
financial means, but he en- 
courages the staff to improve 
education by finding better 
ways of doing things and by 
replacing obsolete programs 
with up-to-date ones. However, 
once convinced that the district 
needs more money, he is not 
afraid to take the problem to 
local taxpayers or the» state 
legislature. 

ll. He has a well-developed 
sense of fair play and exercises 
it for the benefit of students, 
employes and taxpayers. He 
refers all complaints to the 
administrative staff and acts on 
such complaints at board 
megtings only after failure of an 


administrative solution. 


forming their duties and holds 
confidential all matters which if 
disclosed would cause needless 
harm to individuals. 

Voters should discourage 
thase school board candidates 
who: 

1. View the school board as a 
stepping stone to some other 
political office or to some kind_ 
of personal gain. 

2. Represent special interest 
groups or segments of the 
community. 

3. Thrive on the publicity that 
needless controversy brings. 

4. Have a personal grudge 
against another board member 
or school employe.

Measles immunizations urged

Many parents go to great 
lengths to provide their children 
with the things the parents 
didn’t have in their own 
childhoods. This is a natural 
‘and, in most cases, com- 
mendable attitude. But one 
thing most parents had that 
today’s children should not have 
is measles. 

It used to be that having 
measles was just part of 
growing up. It also used to be 
that many children were left 
with vision, hearing or mental 
deficiencies, and some died, as 
a result of having had measles. 

In today’s world, children 
don’t have to have measles. 
There is a vaccine which will 
prevent it. 

One shot of this vaccine will 
protect a child from measles 
and its possibly tragic af. 


termath. 

In the last few months, out- 
breaks of measles have oc- 
curred in several areas of the 
United States, including two or 
three sections of Illinois. 

Most of these cases have 
occurred in the junior high and 
high school age groups. Only 
time will tell how many of these 
children will have vision, 
hearing or other handicaps for 
the rest of their lives. 

If you have children, and they 
haven't as yet been protected 
against measles, call your 
physician and arrange to have 
them immunized as soon as 
possible. 

The Illinois Department of 
Public Health recommends 
measles immunization for 
children as soon as they reach 
15 months of age

$3 million authorized 
for tax relief grants 


The state Department of 
Revenue has authorized 
payments totaling more than $3 
million in the first tax relief 
grants processed in 1977 for 
senior and disabled residents of 
Illinois. 

Some 10,168 elderly and 
disabled persons shared $1.81 
million in property tax relief, 
and 15,677 shared $1.25 million 
in additional tax relief. Most of 
the grants were for relief of 
taxes paid in 1976. 

The grants are available 
under the Senior Citizens’ and 
Disabled Persons Property Tax 
Relief Act, commonly called the 
Circuit Breaker Law. 

The law provides up to $500 a 
year in property tax relief and 
up to $100 a year for relief of 
other taxes paid. Illinois 
residents 65 or older or disabled 
whase household income during 
the claim year was $10,000 or 
less are eligible to file. 

Department officials said 
applications for relief of 1976 
taxes were sent to more than 
400,000 Illinois senior and 
disabled residents in’ late 
December. A single claim form, 
the IL-1363, is used to apply for 
both grants provided by the law

available from any office of the 
Department of Revenue and 
offices of the Illinois Depart- 
ment on Aging. Persons also 
can obtain forms and assistance 
by calling 1-800-252-8972, a toll 
free number.

Equipment 
purchases 
scheduled 


Noninstructional capital 
improvements totaling more 
than $3.7 million for Southern 
Illinois University were ap- 
proved here Thursday by the 
SIU Board of Trustees, subject 
to approval by the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education (IBHE). 

The improvements, to be 
implemented through 
November 1977, include five 
projects totaling $970,000 for the 
local campus. Carbondale 
campus improvements total 
$2,777,800. 

The projects are to be funded 
from nonappropriated funds 
and are not subject to the 
regular budgetary process. The 
IBHE has statutory respon- 
sibility to determine whether or 
not any project submitted for 
approval is consistent with the 
master plan for higher 
education. 

SIUE improvements, an 
ticipated sources of funds and 
estimated project costs are 

—New and replacement 
equipment such as service 
vehicles, printing equipment, 
office furniture and housing 
furniture and furnishings; 
funds derived from revenues 
generated by service and 
auxiliary enterprise depart- 
ments; $150,000. 

—Equipment and furnishings 
for the Alton and East St. Louis 
center student lounges and new 
and replacement equipment for 
recreaton and athletic 
programs and acquisition of a 
bus for the Tower Lake Housing 
complex; funds derived from 
student fees; $95,000. 

—Necessary improvements 
to the housing area, such as 
parking, sidewalks, lighting and 
lounge areas; revenue 
generated by housing and 
auxiliary enterprises; $150,000. 

—Renovation and equipment 
and furnishings for the second 
floor area of the University 
Center, converting 13,000 
square feet into meeting rooms 
of various sizes, plus renovation 
for various University Center 
office and service areas and 
equipment for the areas; funds 
from student fees; $500,000 

—Olin Conference Center 
renovation, providing repairs 
and remodeling for plumbing 
and electrical _ services, 
remodeling of interior areas for 
conference usage, and road and 
parking improvements; funds 
derived from gifts; $75,000. 

Improvements at the Car- 
bondale campus are to include 
remodeling, rehabilitating, 
equipment. and, in some in- 
stances, planning for various 
facilities, iftcluding university 
housing, student center, 
parking lots, athletic and 
special purpose facilities, and 
auxiliary enterprise and service 
operation facilities. Sources of 
funds for the projects generally 
are operating revenues of the 
facilities and student fees.

“The deferment to 1988 results 
in reduced financing 
requirements into the early 
1980s."" 

Gerstner said the regulatory 
situation for nuclear generation 
is uncertain. ‘Recent govern- 
ment and regulatory 
statements ‘in nuclear fuel cycle 
and waste management areas 
have added to the doubts 
created by court decisions. 

“The new administration's 
statements regarding nuclear 
generation do nothing to create 
optimism céncerning either 
early resolution of these issues 
or federal support of ‘pro 
nuclear policy.”
